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Abstract 



PURPOSE:To confirm the arrival of an infrared-ray for signal transmission to an opposed optical 
transmission/reception device and to attain the adjustment of direction by sending a visual light in the same optical 
axis or in the parallel optical axis and reflecting the visual light at the opposite optical transmission/reception device. 
CONSTITUTION.An infrared-ray from an Infrared-ray light emitting element D1 and a visual light from a visual light 
emitting element D2 are synthesized by a mirror M transmitting the infrared- ray and reflecting the visual light and the 
synthesized light is sent in the same optical axis. A reflecting plate P is placed in front of a light receiving lens L2 to 
reflect the visual light from an optical transmitter 1 , that is, the visual light from the visual light emitting element D2. 
In adjusting the direction of the optical transmitter 1 so that the point R of the reflecting plate P just before the optical 
receiver 2 is the center of the optical receiver 2, the infrared- ray from the optical transmitter 1 , that is, the infrared- 
ray from the infrared-ray light emitting element D1 reaches the point R as its center, then reaches the center of the 
optical receiver 2. Since the reflection of the visual light from the point R in front of the optical receiver 2 is confirmed 
visually, the direction of the optical transmitter/receiver is adjusted. 
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
